Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comnnents: 

Applicant's representative contacted the examiner to discuss the merits of the Office Action mailed 1 1/14/03 and an 
after-final amendment filed 2/17/04 responsive to the Office Action. Prior to the Inten/iew the examiner was provided 
with a curtesy copy of the after-final amendment filed 2/17/04 and a copy of an associate power of attorney naming 
Russell Warnock. During the interview the examiner indicated that the after-final amendment would not be entered as 
the amendment changed the scope of the claims and introduced at least one new claim having a scope that was not 
previoously considered. Newly added claim 14 designated the nitrogen oxide reducing agent as a nitrogen compound. 
The examiner indicated that a claim reciting a nitrogen oxide reducing agent as only a nitrogen compound and not 
either a nitrogen compound or hydrocarbon had not been previously considered. The examiner further Indicated that 
though the Leil<ert et al. reference did not appear to include a nitrogen compound as a nitrogen reducing agent this 
issue would require further consideration. Applicant also questioned whether the Leikert et al. reference showed 
introducing any nitrogen reducing agent into a primary flame zone. The examiner noted that the flame zones (7 and 8) 
could reasonably be considered the primary zone recited in applicant's claims. Alternatively, the examiner noted that 
Fig. 1 of Leikert et al. appeared to show a reduction agent (from nozzles 4) being introduced at least to an edge portion 
of the flame zone (7) which would also appear to read on applicant's claims. The examiner advised that an ROE 
should be filed in order for the amendments in the response filed 2/17/04 to be considered. 
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
